their own political welfare. 


On the other hand, many are say- 


Ing that the personal fortunes of Bal- 
llnger and Plnchot are of little Im- 
portance compared to the great ques- 
tion of party harmony, and those who 
take this view are urging tho neces- 
sity of preventing any sharp conflict 
In congress on the lines of difference 
oetween the secretary of the Interior 
and the lonner chief of the forest ser- 
vice.

Whether or not the conservative 


counsel of this element will prevail 
will depend upon the course o£ events 
In congress during the next few days. 


There Is no donbt that the investi- 


gation of the Interior department' and 
of the forest service 
will 
proceed 


along the lines indicated by the Jones- 
Humphrey resolution; but It will be 
competent for the Investigation com- 
mittee either to broaden or narrow 
{he Inquiry- 
If the advke of many 


of the leaders is followed, however, 
this inquiry will be restricted as much 
as possible, 'especially now that as an 
official factor, Plnchot 
Is removed 


from the dispute.

Unquestionably this action was taken 
with the intention of complimenting 
the speaker, and it will be reported to 
the senate. . 


Speaker Cannon, it is said, feels 


that It would be Impolitic tor him to 
take advantage of this condition and 
override the expressed order of 
majority of the house, and it Is prob- 
nble, therefore, .that the senate will 
take such action as will steer clear of 
a controversy with the house.

now said that the speaker himself
